RAILWAYS OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 


The Increase of Their Earnings and 


Tonnage Accetnt. 


The rapid increase of the earnings of the 
tallways of the United States within the last 
twenty years is, if possible, more remarkable 
than their rapid construction. 

In 1870 their tonnage exceeded 125,000,000 
tons. This has been almost entirely created 
by them since 1851. Inthat year the com- 
pletion of the Erie Road, together with the 
removal of canal tolls from the New York 
Central, gave an extraordinary impulse to 
railway traffic. 

The total earnings of all the railways ip 
the United States in 1851 was $39,466,358, of 
which $20,192,404 was from freight. 

The total earnings of the 50,000 miles in 
operation in 1870, at $9,000 (under rather 
then over the average) was §450,000,000, an 
increase in twenty years of $400,000,000, or 
an average of $20,000,0000 per annum. 

In view of the wonderful ¢stimulus that 
railways are infusing into the industries and 
commerce of the world it is reasonable to 
suppose that by the year 1880 their gross 
earnings will have reached the enormous sum 
of $1,000,000,000 per annum. 

With this view of the case, who can doubt 
but that railway investments will be supericr 
to any and all others?

We regret to find that during our absence 
there has been some little disposition to per- 
sonal skirmishing, and a reprehensible ten- 
dency to mix up ebullitions of temper in the 
grave discussion of great public questions 

This is wrong. The Democracy cannot afford 
to fritter away ite harmony in intestine 
strife. Political; bigotry is as inimical to 
party unity as religious bigotry is hostile to 
the true cause of Christianity. No man cap 
force his opimions upon his party. It is out 
of the question in an age as intelligent as 
this, and among a people as proud and con- 
scientious as ours. The reason must be 
reached. 

The hot and fiery discussion of politics 
among the Democrats for the last month or 
two has not been beneficial. We have depre- 
cated the dissentions of the Democracy, and 
labored unceasingly for party unity. ; 

When the Democracy in the Northern 
States that are under Radical control deter- 
mined, a few months back, to bury, if possi- 
ble, the war issues, in order to get the ques- 
tion of Radical usurpations and corruptions 
nakedly before their people and redeem their 
States, we thought then, as we think now, 
that the South should not embarrass them in 
any way. The contests were local and not 
national, and to make a national issue out of 
them at this juncture was impolitic and hurt- 
ful.

Weallude to these matters as facts that our 
people would do well to consider.
